fifty years ago the North 
Reading site was chosen for

During the first 
of three twelve-week perl- 
ods, the youth is given’ 
examinations. He attends 
meetings and is under direct 
supervision of the C. T. G.

During the second period 
the supervision ig relaxed 
and the boy is partially on 
his own. Finally, during the 
third two-week era, he is 
completely on his own, but 
with the kmowledge that the

NEW SYSTEM FOR 
‘WATER BILLS 
1 


The water Department has 
wevised the procedure on 
water bills to obtain max- 
imum benefits from the 
Town Hall Addressograph 
Installation, to streamline 
bookkeeping methods, and! 
to prepare for a fully meter- 
ed system as voted by the 
Town. Water bijis mailed 
this week have ben proces- 
sed under the new system. 
Im acecogdance with these 
changes, the Board of Water 
‘Commissioners has clarified 
Water Department policy 
governing collections: | 

1.: A charge of $2.00 will 
be made for turning on and 
turning off water. 


2. The minimum charges 
of $4.50 for metered services 
and $7.50 for un-metered 
services cannot be pro-rated, 
as these are charges for the 
availability of water whether 
used or not. 

3. Whereas water bill 
collections are controlled by 
the Water Lien Act, as adop- 
ted by the Town, when pro- 
perty ownership changes 
leaving an unpaid balance 
this balance will be aut 
ically added to the bills of 
the now owner, and, if not 
paid, will appear on the Real 
Estate tax bill as a lien a- 
gainst the property. 

4, According to the pro- 
visions of the Water Lien 
Act, all unpaid charges due 
the Water Department auto- 
matically constitutes a lien 
jagainst the property served 
and must be added to the 
Real Estate tax bill. 

If not paid in this manner, 
the lien procedure requires 
the town to follow the iden- 
tical procedure controlling 
unpaid Real Estate taxes, 1.
